THE GLEN ECHO LAND GRAB. 


“Prince” Russell in the Role of a Lottery Ex- 
pert, Driving Good Trades While His 
Father Plays Over-Righteous.

WASHINGTON, August 2.—[Special.]—Poor 
little Ben Harrison gets into lots of trouble 
on account of his indiscreet family. 

Somehow all the members of his family 
have an eye to making money out of the presi- 
dent’s position, and they lose no opportunity 
to go into any deal by which they can earn a 
few dollars. 

In the tirst place, if President Harrison or 
any meinber of his family, have yet refused a 
gift of any description no one bas heard of it 

Mrs. Harrison accepted the Cape May cot- 
tage which she knew was simply given her by 
a land company to advertise their Cape May 
Point building lots. Yet she displayed no 
hesitancy in gobbling up the offer as soon as it 
was made. This embarrassed little Ben con- 
siderably, and he tried to straighten it out by 
offering to pay the donors for the cottage and 
having it given out to the newspapers that he 
did pay $10,000 for it after giving the house a 
mouth’s trial and concluding that he was sat- 
isfied with it. Still the records at Cape May 
only show that Mrs. Harrison paid $1 for the 
property. 

Mrs. Harrison’s next deai was to purchase 
over £20,000 worth of lots at ‘Glen Echo,’’ one 
of Washington’s suburbs, for the large sum of 
$1. The records show that $1 was the sum 
paid; yet it was a straightout gift, and 
Mrs. Harrison gobbled it up as earnestly as she 
accepted the Cape May cottage. Again a 
howl] was raised, but the president has as yet 
given out no excuse. 

This time the president’s embarrassment is 
caused by his son, ‘‘Prince Russell.’”’ 

The otherday the president wrote a very de- 
cided message against lotteries, in which he 
called upon congress to enact a law that would 
exclude these companies from doing business 
through the mails. Yetin the same day this 
message went to congress Russell Harrison 
wrote for his paper, the Helena (Mount.) 
Journal, along description of the fairness of 
the drawing of the Lottery Juarez and 
described in glowing terms the amount of 
money many people had won from the invest- 
ment of $1. Besides this, a large = ai- 
vertisement of the company appeared 
in the same issue of the paper. 

Colonel Mosby, of San Francisco, an em- 
ploye of this lottery company, says Russell 
Harrison was paid $200 for this, that a short 
time ago when the “Crown Prince’’ was in 
“Texas he crossed over the border and solicited 
this advertisement which was given him by 
the officers of the company, and with it they 
also gave hiin a $1,000 advertisement for ‘The 
Judge” of which he is either one of the propri- 
etorsor an employe. 

This must make little Ben feel much humil- 
jiated in the face of his message in which he 
says “legislation should be promply enacted 
to enable thé postoftice department to purge 
the mails of all letters and newspapers,’’ rejat- 
ing to the lottery business. Indeed, the family 
of the occupant of the white house are getting 
him into no little trouble. They are bringing 
down upon him the denunciations of the en- 
tire country.

The defeat of Congressman McClammy, of 
North Carolina, by the alliance, was rather 
queer proceedings. 

McClammy isa farmer. He has never done 
anything in his life but farm. Four years ago 
when he was first nominated, it was as much 
& surprise to him as anyone. He was not 
even & candidate, and he had no idea of being 
stricken by political lightning, still he was, and 
the first he heard of his nomination was when 
the news was brought to him in the field where 
he was plowing’ He came here and has made 
a fairly active inember. 

When the alliance was organized he was one 
of the first to join it. He at first endorsed the 
subtreasury bill, but when he found it met 
with such decided opposition, aS 
being unconstitutional impracticable, 
from leaders of the democratic party, 
he introduced a_ Dill providing for the 
government te lend money to the farmers on 
their lands.

McClammy will be missed in the house. 

Up to date during this session of congress 
11,588 new bills have been introduced in the 
house of representatives. Of these 2,844 have 
been reported favorably from committees, but 
only 214 have ‘passed. 

In the senate 4,282 bills have been introduced, 
of which 1,544 were reported favorably and 459 
have passéd. 

The two houses have received 1,094 execn- 
tive and miscellaneous documents, consisting 
of messages ’roin the president and communi- 
cations from. the heads of departments. 

In all, the government printing oflice has 
printed for the two houses of congress 10,500,- 
000 bilis and documents, making an average of 
a thonsand or more copies of each, besides 
printing the Congressional Record daily. 

In the printing office, over 2,500 printers, 
pressmen, binders and folders are employed 
to do this work. About a thousand of them 
are women.

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MR. LACEY IS BILIOUS 


and 
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And Writes With Great Unction For Par- 
tisan Purposes. 

WASHINGTON, August 3.—Representative 
Lacey, of lowa, has prepared for submission 
to the house the majority report of the election 
comimittee upon the Clayton-Breckinridge 
contested election case, and the murder of 
the repnblican contestant. 

Commenting on the Clayton murder, the 
report says: 

he state and nation were horrified. Rewards 
were offered and the community at Morri‘lton, 
near which the murder occurred, passed appro- 
Spee resolutions, but no earnest attempt to aid 
n bringing the murderers to justice has been made 
by the local suthorities. The efforts of the govern- 
ment have been in vain. Much of the work done 
has been upon a mistaken idea and due weight 
has not been given to the suspicion that should 
naturatly attach to the baftot box thieves. 

Next the report refers to the killing of 
Sinith, the negro detective, who was investi- 
gating the ballot box theft, and of George 
Bentiey, a brother of O. T. Bentley, who was 
suspected of being one of the thieves. George 
Bentley at the time was negotiating with Pin- 
kerton to give the government evidence, and 
expose the guilty parties, when he was said to 
have been shot by his brother. The report 
says there is no direct evidence to show any 
criminality in the killing of Bentley, but 
deciares it unfortunate that these two 
killings occurred while the men were about to 
give evidence to the Pinkerton detectives. 
The theory that the Clayton murder was due 
to the enmity of one Hooper is taken up, and 
the report says it clearly appears that Hooper 
was not only in California when the murder 
occurred, but ill with dropsy. 

“This theory,’’ says the majority report, 
“was naturally pleasing to the contestee 
(Breckinridge), though the friends of Colonel 
Clayton very naturally complained that so im- 
portant a clue sliould not have been concealed 
for ten months from them and only made 
known when a congressional investigation 
began.”’ 

The report continuing says: 

Noj reasonable explanation of the murder 
appears, except that some of the ballot box 
thieves, finding the taking of testimony progress- 
ing, killed Colonel Clayton to suppress the inves- 
tigation. No other motive was possible. The 
necessity for the enactment of some laws which 
will prevent ballot box stealing, and a murder 
from conferring prima facie title to a seat in 
congress, js evident from the resnit in this con- 
test. Had such laws been in force as would have 
proviced the contestee from taking his seat with 
such a title, no one wou'd have attempted to con- 
fer such a title by stealing the ballot 
box. Evidently the ballot box  steal- 
ing was looked upon as a joke in that community 
until the awful consequences that have resulted 
have appalled the good people of the country. No 
doubt some of these men would have been de- 
terred from taking the first step in the crime if 
they had realized that a murder would be the end. 
But tuey crossed their Rubicon, Breckinridge got 
the seat in congress,and one crime followed in 
the footsteps of the other. The least guilty of ithe 
criminals dare not expose the more guilty, but 
the fate of Clayton should overtake them. 

The murderers of Benjamin, the well-known 
Little Rock republican, who was killed near Mor- 
rillton while conferring with the local republicans 
with regard to bringing the ballot box thieves to 
justice, miust be well known, for a large number 
of persons were edna but sony" any not indicted. 
No indictinents have been found under the state 
election laws for the ballot box crime. The mur- 
derer of Smithis discharged without atrial. The 
killing of bently is not investigated, and the only 
man whose crime is punished is Wahl, the federal 
supervisor, who was indicted for playing cards 
when he was shot. 

“The contention of Breckinridge and his counsel 
that the acquittal of the judges and others 
charged with frauds in this election should bind 
the house, and that this adjudication should be 
accepted by congress as proof that frauds did not 
exist,’’ the + ot says, “is surprising, and the 
majority decline to be bound by the action of the 
Arkansas jury in the criminal case.” 

The report also disagrees with the other legal 
propositions brought forward by counsel. 

In Cleveland county one Dansby appeared, 
Says the report, and, bringing two shotguns, an- 
nounced his intention of taking active interest in 
the proceedings. He was under the influence of 
liquor. Dansby is a strong democrat and a parti- 
san of the contestee. His high connections, in- 
stead of be'ng treated as an aggravation of his 
gross violation of both state and federal law, is 
rather urged as an excuse for shielding him from 
punishment. For this offense Dansby was 
fined $500, a portion of which fine was 
paid by the contestee. That the nominee of a 
great political party should accept a certificate of 
election to a seat to which he was clearly not 
clected, and at the same time aid inthe payment 
of a tine imposed upon another violator of law, 
and that such conduct should not be met with 
anything but commendation and approval by his 
political followers, shows a state of disregard for 
the principles of popular government which may 
well mi xe the future of the country 
looked upon with apprehension. That men 
may be found lawless enough to commit these 
crimes isto be deplored; but when menof high 
character and standing complacently avail them- 
eelves of the fruits of such crime and contro! of 
the national house of representatives is made to 
turn upon such methods, it no longer remains a 
mere matter of local concern, but arises to the 
magnitude of a natienal calamity. 

The present case,continues the report—has at- 
tracted national attention, but not because it 
stands alone as nt pees and striking incident of 
the danger ahead of our form of government. In 
the old days of the code of honor political antag- 
onists often met face to face and eye to eye, and 
sought their adversary’s life. This method of set- 
tling political differences has become obsolete, 
and we frequently congratulate ourselves upon 
the improved moral tone of our day and era- 
tion.

PATILLO'S PISTOL SHOTS 


WHY HE RAN HUTSON DOWN TO 
DEATH. 


THE MEMORY OF A FORMER WIFE 


Arouses a Spirit of Hate Against One OT 
Her Former Admirers—The Fatal 
Meeting on Saturday Night. 


AvaGusta, Ga., August 3.—[Special.]—Mr. 
L.. H. Patillo, who shot and killed Charlie 
H{utson last night, and who was himself shot 
in the sida, is doing very well tonight, al- 
though grave doubts were at first expressed 
about his recovery. 

THE BULLET NOT EXTRACTZD. 

The bullet has not yet been lochted, but 
as it is an outside wound, and the ball 
is lodged in or above his thigh, it will 
not be probed for any more. 

He is resting comfortably and 
be out in a week or two. 
‘An autopsy and finquest over Hutson’s 
body develoned no new facts about the 
killing, but the town is busy with talk 
about the cause of the shooting. 

JEALOUS OF ATTENTIONS TO HIS WIFE. 

It seems that Patillo was insanely jealous 
of any attentions paid to his divorced wife, 
and threatened Hutson, as ke did others, 
that he would kill him {ff he paid attentions 
to her. Hutson only met her a few months 
ago here in Augusta, and because he called 
on her and wrote to her, Patillo sent him 
word he would kill him. 

THE FATAL MEETING. 

They met last night and began firing with- 
out any words, both being prepared for a 
difficulty. 

Patillo married Miss Ella Hall, of War- 
renton, several years ago, but they were di- 
vorced a few months after their marriage. 
She was pretty and fond of society, and a 
daughter of one of the best men in Georgia. 
It was not in defense of her reputation, for 
that needed no defense, but simply from a 
jealousy which crazed him, although di- 
vorced for years, that caused Patillo to kill 
young Hutson,

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AHRENS 18 DEAD. 


Husband Pursued the 
Villain. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., August 3.—[Special.]— 
Last week the local newspapers were filled 
with an account of a burglary said to have 
been committed on the premises of a Mrs. 
Green, who kept a store at Ten Mile Hill, a 
station near this city. 

The item was furnished to the newspapers 
by W. N. Ahrens, who claimed to have 
arrested four negrees said to have been im- 
plicated in the burglary, and who lodged the 
alieged burglars in jail. 

Today the coronor of Berkiy county is hold- 
ing an inquest on Ahrens’s body, which lies in 
the bedroom of Mrs. Green, at Ten Mile Hill. 
The story of the killing of the enterprising 
detective is brief. The tragedy occurred at 3 
o’ciock this morning. 

Mrs. Green, whose store, it is alleged, was 
burglarized last week, lives on the premises. 
She and her husband, Tom Green, had been 
separated for some time, it is said, owing 
to the attentions of Ahrens. Green heard 
about the burglary last week, but did 
not place much confidence in the story. 
Last night he heard that Ahrens was quar- 
tered at his (Green’s) wife’s house. Taking a 
late train, he repaired to Ten Mile Hill 
with the purpose of looking into the matter. 
He found Ahrens and Mrs. Green occupying a 
lounge in the bedroom, and at once opened 
fire. His first shot tumbled Ahrens out of 
the bed, while he hada pistol in his grasp. 
Two more bullets put anend to him, and 
Green, taking the next train south, came to 
the city and gave himself up. He is now in 
jail, but will doubtless be speedily released. 
Ahrens was a man of very unsavory reputa- 
tion, and his killing is generally considered 
justifiable. Green charges and professes to be 
able to prove that the recent burglary at bis 
wife’s house was a put up job by Ahrens.

BARTOW THRASHER CAUGHT, 


How a Jealous 


‘A General Murderer and All-Around Des- 


perado. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., August 3.—[Special.]— 
Bartow Thrasher, a murderer and escaped con- 
vict, and all-around desperado, was captured 
in Bibb county last night and taken back to 
Pratt mines today. Thrasher was sent to the 
mines for life about eighteen months ago for 
murder, but soon escaped. Eight months ago 
he was caught in Mississippi, after being shot 
down before he would surrender. As soon as 
his wounds were fully healed, he again escaped, 
and has since been hiding near his former 
home in Bibb county. Two weeks ago his 
father was shot and killed by Detective Mor- 
gan, of this city, while assisting his son in 
escaping from the officer. @hrasher was 
caught by Morroe Kellum, a detective, who 
played moonshiner and desperado, thereby 
gaining his confidence. There was reward of 
$150 for his capture.

HE HAS A WHOLE WEEK IN WHICH 


Each Second May Re His Last—The Prepa- 
rations for Reporting the Details of 
the Execution.

HOW HE PASSED THE DAY.

THE VIGILANT REPORTERS. 
The chief local interest in the execution 
is taken by the swarm of reporters who 
have come here to pick ap what informa- 
tion is obtainable, when the execution is 
over. The warden may admit two persons 
connected with the press associations to 
witness the execution. They will go in as 
members of the jury, but none of the spe- 
cial representatives of individual newspapers 
will be admitted to the jail. 
ON A HIGH POLE. 
‘One New York evening paper has a 
platform twenty feet from the ground on 
a telegraph pole, directly across from the 
prison. A long-distance telephone wire 
will connect the watcher on the pole with 
the office of his paper in New York. But 
he can see only the bare walls of the 
prison. 
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THE WORLD'S FAIR 


Seems Still to be a Subject of Much Per- 
plexity. 


SPRINGFIELD, I[j]., August 3.—There is 
danger that the world’s fair bill may be vetoed 
by Governor Fifer. By an amendment 
adopted almost in the last moment of the 
special session, the legislature is said to have 
possibly exceeded the powers conferred by the 
spécial callissued by Governur Fifer. The 
amendment in question isin relation to the 
oes ae lands on the lake front, tho 
ownership of which it is proposed to rest in 
the city of Chicago for park purposes, after the 
world’s fair is ended. This directly creates a 
new park, and legislates away the tijle to such 
submerged land as may be reclaimed, the same 
being the property of the state’ Itis declared 
that the cail contemplated legislation giving 
to the world’s fair only the use of the public 
grounds of either state, city or park for the 
purposes of the fair. The amendment 
passes the title with certain restric- 
tions, and creates a new  wpark, a 
proposition apparently not involved by 
the call, and not ineluded in the title of 
the bill, and the courts of the state have theld 
time.end again that “‘but one subject shall be 
included in an act, and that it shall be ex- 
pressed in its title.”’ 

If Governor Fifer is forced to veto the bill it 
is understood he will not reconvene the legis- 
lature, but will allow the matter to be reintro- 
duced in the thirty-seventh general assembly. 
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THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


The Business Which is Likely to 
the Attention of the House. 

WASHINGTON, August 3.—The proceedings 
in the house this week are to be governed by 
the attendance of the members. There isa 
strong disposition on part of the majority to 
finally pass upon the conference report on the 
original package bill, and to secure action 
upon the compound lard bill and two election 
cases. Butit is felt that the presence of a 
quorum is a necessity on these cases, and if 
that cannot be maintained, it is probable that 
the house will be obliged to confine itself to 
the consideration of the senate amendment to 
the Indian es bill, to the deficiency 
appropriation bill and other measures, which 
are not expected to arouse party feeling, and 
give rise, to factious opposition. The 
report of the conferees on the land 
grant forfeiture bill, it is expected will be 
ready for presentation to the louse early in 
the week, but its considertion will depend, 
with other measures named, upon the attend- 
ance secured. 

The tariff bill will be discussed in the sen- 
ate until Friday, when it will be laid aside 
and the river and harbor appropriation bill 
will be taken up.

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THE STORM’S PATH. 


A Destructive Fire Visitation in a Min- 
. nesota Community. 


New RicuHmMonpd, Minn., August 3.—The 
mostterriffe wind and hail seorm ever ex- 
perienced here visited this section about 11:30 
this forenoon. The windows on the west and 
north side of every building in the village and 
for miles on either side in the country were 
broken. The storm was about forty! miles 
wide, and about ten miles long. All uncut 
grain in its path is a total loss. Hail, in some 
instances, is as large as hen eggs, and covered 
the ground for severalinches. The loss is 
estimated at from $75,000 to $150,000. 


The Christians I11-Treated. 

ATHENS, August 3-.—Since martial law 
was proclaim in the Turkish town of 
Alassona, the Christian inhabitants have been 
brutally treated. Twenty notables at Siatista 
were seized and beaten on the pretext of com- 
| eqctee them to reveal the names of the 
varborers of brigands. A gendarms thrust a 
red-hot bayonet into the nose of one Nicholas 
Doukas, who is now reported dying from the 
effects of the brutal treatment received. Two 
hundred inhabitants of Anaselitza were seized 
and tortured for the purpose of retracting 
money.

SAMOA IS DISTURBED 


Over the Failure of the Treaty Powers to 
Put it Into Force. 


AptA, Samoa, July 15. {Per steamer Zealan- 
dia to San Francisco, August 3.J— 
Great dissatisfaction is expressed 
here last week, both by the 
foreign residents and the local natives on re- 
ceipt of the news by steamer from New 
Zeaiand that America, Engiand and Germany 
had further delayed the appointment of chief 
justice and president of che municipal beard, 
and that the matter had been referred to the 
king of Sweden. The new government of 
Sainoa is but little further advanced than it 
was two years ago, notwithstanding the fact 
fact that the Beriinjeonference concluded its 
labors more than a year ago, and formed a treaty 
which King Malietoa and the chiefs of Samoa 
assented to last February. The only step 
which has been taken toward the new order 
of affairsis the recent appointment of a col, 
lector of customs by the three consuls sitting 
as a consuiar board, and even this appointment 
does not give satisfaction, as it is generally be- 
lieved that though the consuls have power to 
make the appointments, they have no power 
to enforce the payment of duties. A German 
trading firm, the largest commercial organiza- 
tion on the island, already pays its 
duties under protest. The native chiefs say 
that in deference to the request of the consuls 
they assented to the treaty after a consideratior 
of only twenty-four hours, and they complain 
bitterly that no appointments have been made 
since then, and nothing apparently has been 
done toward the establishment of them. 

A government by a consular board is re- 
garded here as the most undesirable form that 
could be devised, owing to the present un- 
settled condition of affairs in Samoa, and the 
apparent slight probability of any immediate 
action on the vart of the three powers. 
It is believed that trouble _is 
imminent. Whether or not this trouble 
will reach the proportion of another civil war, 
similar to the one which was experienced two 
years ago, is at present difficult to state, but 
the same indications are given now that were 
manifest before the late war. It is believed 
that the trouble at this time would come from 
Mataafa’s party, which has been gaining in 
strength recently. The failure on the part of 
the three powers having tended to shake the 
faith of many of Malietoa’s supporters, Mataafa 
himself went to Savali, . the largest 
island of the group, a short time ago, and 
since his return it has been learned that at 
least one-half of the chiefs there are in his 
favor. Malietoa’s followers are, of course, 
stronger, und in the event of another war, it is 
thought, they-would be ultimately successful, 
but the mere prospect of another conflict is 
dreaded by all foreign residents. Tamasese, 
who was supported by the Germans 
two years ago, is apparently not en- 
gaged in any strife, and he _ is 
said to be enlisting the sympathy, not only of 
the white population, but also of the most in- 
telligent portion of Malietoa’s party. Unsuc- 
cessiul overtures are believed to have been 
made to him by Mataafa’s followers. 


THE MACON BAR 


Urge the Appointment of a New Man for 
City Judge. 


Macon, Ga., Angust 3.—[{Special.]—The 
Macon bar had a large and harmonious meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon to nominate a candi- 
date to be presented to the next governor of 
Georgia, for appointmént as judge of the 
Macon city court for the term commencing 
January ist next, 

C. J. Harris is the t incumbent, but 
from some causes a majority of the bar seemed 
to be opposed to his appointment. Harris, it 
is said, will be a candidate for reappointment, 
and claims that he will! be substantially backed 
by the business men. He refused to submit 
his claims to the bar meeting, and will ignore 
its action. Harris claims that the lawyers op- 
pose him because he will not tolerate their 
“technicalities.” 

J. W. Robinson was elected chairman and 
J. R. Cooper and Roland Ellis secretary of the 
meeting. There are sixty-seven members of 
the bar. Forty-eight were present, sixteen of 
whom were present by proxy. The following 
lawyers were put in nomination for the judge- 
Ship: L. B. Moore, Jchn P. Ross, Clem 
Steed and J. L. Hardeman. Hardeman did not 
seek the office, and solicited no votes. He 
only consented that his name might be used at 
the urgent request of friends. The voting 
was done by ballot, and it was resolved that 
after three ballots, and no candidate received 
a majority of all the votes cast, the lowest 
candidate would be dropped. The first ballot 
resulted, Moore, 10; Ross, 14; Steed, 12; 
Hardeman, 10; Harris, 1.

THE GROWING CROPS, 


HOW THEY HAVE BEEN AFFECTED 
BY THE RECENT RAINS. 


COTTON, CORN AND FRUIT CROPS. 


The Farmers of Spalding and Surrounding 
Country Make an Encouraging Report 
of the Situation. 


GrirFin, Ga., August 3.—[Special.]—The 
recent continued rains have generally had » 
bad effect on the crops in this section that only 
a spell of dry, hot weather can obviate. The 
farmers who, ten days ago, clamored for tain, 
are equally as anxious, now, that the sun 
should shine upon them. 

HENRY IS ALL RIGHT. 

The crop prospect for Henry county, so far 
as cotton is concerned, has never beer better 
than it is at present, if the 
seasons come right from now on, but ifthe 
rains continue, the already full crop will be 
thrownroff too late for the weed to take on new 
fruit. 

Mr. A. E. Brown, of Henry county, who has 
an excellent crop of cotton on his place, says 
that he findsin some of the low places the 
rains have caused the cotton stalks to sour and 
die, but that, he thinks,if the seasons are 
propitious from now on he will 
make one of the best crops 
that he has ever made on his place, with the 
exception ot corn, which, while good, is not 
anything like a fancy crop. 

THE BEST IN YEARS. 

Mr. John Weems, who is also a prominent 
farmer in Henry county, says that 
he has one of the best crops on his place that 
he has ever known to grow on the same soil, 
and if the rains do not cause it to throw off toe 
much he will make a most satisfactory crop. 
He has some cotton that will 
make a bale to _ the acre, unless 
the rains continue. His corn crop is very 
fair, and while he lives at home, he is afraid 
that he will not be able to make a sufficient 
supply for next year. 

Captain Parker E. Brown, of Henry county, 
who has a fruit farm as well as a fine crop of 
cotton and corn, says that his fruit has been @ 
miserable failure from peaches to grapes, and 
that the recent hard rains have almost dis 
couraged him in regard to his cotton 
crop, but he hopes to make a faircropif the 
wet weather does not bring on the boil worm, 
or cause the young fruit tu fall off. Captain 
Brown has not suffered as much as many of 
the farmers for the want of rain, as his farm 
is situated on the banks of the Tawaligs 
river and Thompson creek. 

A SPALDING FARMER TALKS. 

Mr. R. M. Scott, of Spalding county, san 
that he thinks that the late cotton wilh 
make the best crop, as the earlier plant will 
throw off a large quantity of young bolls and 
a majority of the forms that it now contains. 
He says thatif he can have good weather for 
the next tem days, and then an occasional rain, 
he will make a fine cotton crop.

TWO MEN KILLED. 


A Disastrous Collision on the Louisville 
and New Albany. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., August 3.—There was 
another wreck on the Louisville, New Albany 
and Chicago railroad this morning. Two men 
were killed and several severely injured. 

About seven miles north of Bedford, Ind., 
the out-bound passenger train from Chicage 
came in collision with the north-bound passen- 
gnr train from Louisville. Several of the cars 
were completely — The dead are: 
Arthur Burns, of New Albany, engineer south- 
bound train; George Cole, New Albany, fire- 
man south-bound train. Both are still under 
the wreck. It is stated that another man wag 
in their engine and is under the wreck. Nine 
were injured. 

Conductor McDonald, of the south-bound 
train, says he and his engineer agreed to side- 
track at Guthrie, three miles north of the 
wreck, but he went to sleep and did not wake 
till the trains struck. Engineer Bent says he 
was half asleep when the crash came, and 
when he did open his eyes, he saw the bag- 
gage car coming right through the parlor car, 
and it struck himin the foreheard, stunning 
him for a moment. 

Engineer Muir says that he was two minutes 
behind time, while the northern train was 
about six hours behind. 

Doctors were sent out at once with the’ 
wrecking train, and the wounded were taken 
to Bedford and New Albany.

THE PATHETIC STORY OF MRS. 
LILLIAN MM. GOULD. 


She Tells of Her Marriage, Her Miserable 
Life atthe Hands of Her Husband's 
Relatives, and of the Tragedy.

Constitution, in which was printed the En- 
glish story of the life and career of Mrs. Lillian 
N.Gould, whose toy dagger, playfully used, had 
put an end to her husband’s life, was eagerly 
yead here.

AT HOME IN CEYLON. 

I wrote to his mother and told her of our life to- 
gether. I told her Iremembered of my magic 
trunks, which seemed to possess the very things 
we stoodin need of, for Ls8o0on found out that 
Charlie was very Es. Oh, those endiess waitings 
for something to be settled! At length he told me 
he had boughtan estate in Gonapattia, high up in 
Ceylon, and that it should be immediately settled 
onme. This looked hopeful. We went to live 
there, and I made up my mind to be 
happy and stay there for my life, as I fondly 
thought. We were as happy as two children there. 
I had a dog whom I lavished the wildest affection 
on—his name was “Bull.’’ Thus passed some 
happy months. It was my own little home, I 
thought, and I cared forno other. This was the 
happiest period of my life, and, although I intend 
this to be brief, I must dwell alittle on it. The 
tears are clouding my eyes at this recollection.

I re- 
turned to find my own Charlie still at the window 
watching forme.

Oh! how much =I could dwell on 
ere! but I must omit it. There are 
sixteen years of terrible trials to 


recount, and I am not obliged to tell anything at 
all, everybody tells nenow, but I feel it is due to 
those swect American women to try and show 
them my life as it really was, 

GOING DOWN TO DEVONSHIRE. 

That very night Charlie — meon his knees 
to go down to Devonshire. I yrewangry. I said: 
“They will look on me as an _ interloper, although 
you have to!d me that Knoule was to be mine.”’ 
With a kind of wondering reluctance at length I 
submitted to going with him to Knoule. Then 
we reached there nobody was at the station. We 
went to the only hotel or inn of the place, the 
landlady surfeiting me with Devonshire 
eream. Next day Charlie took me 
to see his mother. I saw his sister—they were nice 
tome. Presently, witha little ceremony, I was 
asked to go upstairs—the house was small—the 
room that [ was shown was tiny, and there was his 
mother. My first impulse was to kiss her, but I 
sat down instead, she giving meachair. She was 
a sweet-looking litfle old lady with charming 
white hair, but Idid not like her eyes.

Coffee was 
fating everywhere in the island. Ar- 
rangements were now made for me to go . to 
Ben Bhydding, Yorkshire, and stay there until 
Charlie could join me and make some new plan 
for a livelihood, I went back to England with 
hardly any money. I saw his cousin, Christie, 
who told me that Charlie would never be able to 
keep me up; that I would have in theend to go 
to the workhouse. I looked at him in astonish- 
ment, not to say disgust. This to me,.who was 
even then occupying rooms in the Charring Cross 
hotel. Iwentto Ben Bhydding, in Yorkshire, laden 
with recent anxieties, and in very poor health. 
His mother had declined to answer my lettters 
saying until she heard from Charlie, silence would 
be her better course. I will not touch upon my 
agonies of mind, =| loneliness there, surrounded 
by many people and not able to pour out my griefs 
to them. 
A FRIEND IN NEED, 

Soon I found Ben Bhydding too expen- 
sive, andasa last resource, wrote to a friend 
whom I had known before my marriage. That 
friend assisted me to pay my bills there. I lett 
Ben Bhydding and went to Broadstairs, a quiet, 
out-of-the-way place. God had now raised me up 
another friend in Bombay, who sent me money 


monthly, without which I must. have 
starved. My husband continually writing me 
long, loving letters, entreating me 


to tide over this and he would soon be back, etc. 
Words of mine are inadequate to express all the 
horror of such a life-as mine. As far back as my 
stay in Broadstaira, in 1880, where I lived alone 
with no assured means, tortured at times with a 
gnawing anxiety that ifthe friend in Bombay 
should fail to send me money, what was to become 
of me. You see I could not be certain of its con- 
tinuing. I stayed there nearly a year, then went 
to Littlehampton and Bussington. Mrs. 
Stansfield, the vicar’s wife, made my 
acquaintance, and after a time drew from 
me something of the pain of my life. She wrote 
to my mother-in-law and procured for mea little 
money. Atthistime Mr. Gould returned from 
Ceylon. Our meeting was an extraordinary one. 
He seemed not to be able to understand, or to 
pres » or comprehend all the troubles and sorrows 

had undergone. When I attempted to make him 
sensible of this he would embrace me and say: 
‘*Never mind, pro E it’s allover now, and we 
are going to be very happy again.” I would look 
on him in wonder, and, ing somewhat of an 
elastic disposition, ad to take his view of it, 
although I doubted whether I ought to respect 
him. I telegraphed to Bombay, saying my hus- 
band had returned, and sol heard no more from 
that quarter. 

A VICTIM OF HIS RELATIVES, 

We went from Bussington to Devonshire, and 
stopped at a farm house, and from there to Dan- 
lish. Soon I found myself compiled to write to 
somebody or other, as it wasa constant pain to 
me, Mr. Gould’s keeping people so long unpaid. 
It was months before he took me home in Bishop- 
stoughton. Meantime, we had no money to pay for 
our lodgings in Danlish. I procured some, but, 
ah! how wearied and sick at heart | was. In my 
affection for my husband there was blended a sort 
of sorrow and compassion. I felt that he was not 
treated fairly by his relatives, whom 
I could see very plainly were se 
his marriage with me an excuse to do him out o 
any property he might possess, or if they couldn't 
08itively do that, raise up as many obstacles in 

is path as _ they possible could, for I had been 
made to feel that for years, At length he took me 
toa housein Bishopstoughton, near Tughmontle. 
Again I resolved to be happy, and cast off memo- 
ries of my struggles in Broadstairs and Little- 
hampton. He furnished it nicely. Got me a piano, 
and I was beginning to cheat myself with the be- 
lief that the past was all a dream,and that I 
had got my husband with me now 
in Devonshire, and my future was going 
to reward me for my wasted life of loneliness. I 
must here remark that Charlie had begun to evince 
signs of extreme irascability, which seemed to ine 
utterly without reason or sense. But I set itdown 
to his constant visits to Knoule, which I secretly 
didn't like. Whenever he returned to me from 
those visits he was unendurable—evyen swearing 
atiune. I would leave the room with a look o 
scorn. One day, after [had been rather Happy, 
looking after the women in the orchard and seeing 
after my home (it was washing day), and I-felt 
myself very important and housewifeified. Alas! 
he began, “Lilly.” he said, “I-think I spall 
go to Canada. -Will you come?”. I 
sat down in a chair and stared at him. I feltas if 
cold water was running down my back. “Chariie,”’ 
I said in a low voice and a sad look at him, “Have 
I not suffered enough?” “Don’t look like that, 
my little darling. My people think it is the best 
thing for me, and the only way I can make some 
money.” I burst into tears. I looked round at 
niy house in a kind of vague hopelessness. I[ 
clasped my hands and murmered a prayer to God. 
Presently he said: ‘We shall not be parted, dar- 
ling, for you must come, too.” “Never! I said 
fiercely. ‘Your people shan‘’t trick me out of this 
home, if I die for it.” 

THE SAME OLD PROMISE, 


“What,” I said, lashing myself into fury, “after 
my living by myself for years, because I was your 
wite, after being driven to the verge of insanity 
by their unkindness, after paying all the people 
myself, after being trodden on by Jim Gould and 
ignored by the lot of them?

I paced the roowh, muttering denun- 
ciations against the tyranny of his relatives. I 
cried to my God, and asked Him why such wick- 
edness was permitted on earth? I shuddered 


at the bare thought of such a _ jour- 
ney as Canada. I knew my health wasn't 
sm. toe. &% For days I[_ did noth- 


ing but pace the room, praying to God that I 
might not think, but sleep was denied me. Often 
the day has broken on me in my house, at Bishop- 
stoughton, and found me still madly pacing the 
room with white, drear face, unable to rest or even 
sit fora minute. Dear old Bedford, in her kind, 
motherly tone, would say to me at times: ‘Don't 
’ee take on so, ma’am, and don’t ‘ee go with ’im.”’ 
At last the doctor had to be called in. He couldn't, 
of course, understand my misery, and I even tried 
to be brave before him and affect a cheerfulness 
at the new plan of throwing up the house and 
going with Charlie to Canada. Well, it had 
to be done. The day came—the awful day! 
THE LAST LOOK, 
I went into my room 7 myself. I kissed with 
yassion the walls. -I bid them good-bye. I looked 
rom the window at the orchard, where I used to 
dry my clothes. I said to myself, ‘It’s a dream, a 
hateful dream. It cannot be that lam really leav- 
ing this dear old house, with its thatched roof.” 
I saw the poser springing up again. I cheated 
myself with the words, “Its a dream, I’m not 
really going!’ I descended the old stairs for the 
last time. stood inthe dining room that was 
the same,and yet not the same. I drew near 
the room where was my jano. 
A knell seemed to _ fall on ae eart. 
How natural it looked! “I am not really leaving 
you!” [said toit. Once moreI glanced around 
the little room, which I was never to see again. 
Everything is burned into my brain. There was a 
yiece of music on the piano desk; one side of its 
eaves fell droopingly. The piano seemed to me 
like a hundred persons. Breathiess,ina kind of 
awe, I slowly lefttheroom. “Wasl really going?” 
the awful sound of which struck on my heart. I 
was lifted into a carriage. The coachman cracked 
his — and I lett Bishopstoughton forever! 
Sternly [ sat between my husband all the way to 
Liverpool, his brother, E. B. Gould, accompanying 
us. At times I would glance resentfully his way, 
but he was the best of his family, and I didn’t 
want to offend him.

THE TERRIBLE TEMPTATION. 

I think it only due to myself to state here that 
whilst on the homeward journey I was more than 
once pressed to throw my husband over, and sta 
in America, This, however, much as I dreade 
returning to England without a home to go to, I 
would not bring myself to do. For was he not my 
wedded lord, and had we not clasped hands at 
God's own altar, with holy stillness and the 
solemn words, ‘“‘for better or worse until death do 
us part?” and I hoped against hope for some hap- 
pier time yet to arrive. He would also cheer 


me; and when we got back to England we 
took a furnished house at Southport, and 
the semblance of happiness came to us for 


awhile, but only for awhile. In Southport his 
brothers began worrying him again, and urged 
him to dosomething abroad and eave me behind. 
Jim wrote to Char I saw the oe re myself— 
and said he would keep me alive on $1.25 a week. 
Hateful as this isto me to have to recount such 
things, [am forced to reveal itall now. Mutter- 
ing curses against his brother, he clasped me in 
his arms, saying: “Don’t mind it, Lilly. I'll pay 
master Jim out some day for this.’”” No pen can 
paint what I felt. We were now again in 
difficulties for money. I persuaded Charlie té let 
mé go up to London and try and hunt up a friend 
in the city. Austin Friare was the name of the 
place of business there. With a heart too full of 
misery to describe, feeling also strangely ill, I 
dragged myself to London, took a lodging in the 
Marylebone Roads, went in a frightful state of 
mind to Austin Friare, almost Sromphaer with 
weakened frame. With anguish of mind L met at 
last the friend I was in search of, standing outside 
on the pavement, He spoke to me coldly. My lip 
quivered, my heart was too full for proper speech. 
THE COLD RECEPTION, 

He promised to send me a little money to the 
Marylebone Road. I returned there. 1 was now 
alarmingly ill. 1 thought I would go to Mrs, 
Christie's, who had been a little kinder to me than 
his mother.

I ventured to take her hand. I thought I would 
forgive her dauchter’s cruelty to me down-stairs 
if she would saya kind word to me now. Her 
voice sounded to me as if a far-off dream. Cruel! 
Oh! my God how cruel! Was I dreaming? She 
actually accused me of burdening Charlie with 
myself to Winnipeg. But I dare not think of 
what she said. I tottered out of her house. I got 
back to the Marylebone Road just in time to be 
lifted into bed, from which the doctor thought I 
would never arise. It was peritonitis, brought 


about by exposure, fatigue, long journeys 
and = misery. With the money that 
was sent me from Austin Friare 


[ paid my bill, had my luggage warehoused and 
was Carried to a hospital, where I slowly recovered. 
On recovering, I found my husband had gone 
home to his mother’s, and Jim Gould wrote to me 
to say he would meet me ina hotel close by the 
hospital, Very weak, and feeling as if I had come 
back from another world, I met the two brothers, 
EK. B. and Jim Gould. Ted looked at me, I thought, 
in sorrow. He handed meachair. I waited, with 
a sigh, for what they were going tosay. “Lilly,” 
Jim began, “Charlie is going to Texas, and we will 
look after you. Wewill pay you weekly £1, and 
ou must make that do until your hus- 
and can give you a home.” Was I in 
a-dream? My first thought was regret for my 
hospital pillow, where 1 had lain in peaceful ob- 
liviousness under the kind care of the doctors, 

Too weak and ill for words, [ expressed no sur- 
prise; “Can you come with us now?’ said Ted, 
“and we will take you to a lodging.’”’ I nodded—I 
allowed them todo with me what they would. 
They took me in a cab to a wretched bed and sit- 
ting room combined, in Alfred Plaee, close to the 
bi pe emer court road, where they left me to my- 
self to begin a new life of struggles on £1 a week, 
with my husband down home with his mother 
in Devonshire, This was in the au- 
tumn of 1882. In amazement at 
gas I began to wonder what Charlie was 
doing. I € it, however, for some weeks, laying 
on a sofa reading or looking out on to the wretched 
street. One diy, ina fit of indignation, I sent a 
telegram down to Knoule, worded thus: “Ask 
your mother where your place ought to be!’ I re- 
received in reply a short, angry letter from Char\ge, 
saying did | mean to ruin him, and that if I didh’t 
mind what I was about the £1 per week would have 
to be stopped. Inyindignation—in wonder at all 
this mystery—1 tlung the letter into the fire. Was 
this my husband, my Charlie? Some weeks went 
on in sullen silence from me, but Charlie wrote 
asking me to take iy > and be patient, and try 
andliveon it and he would soon make some 
money in the place where he was making prepa- 
rations to go. That was Florida. Now was I in- 
deed grief-stricken. Alone—alone by myself in 
hateful London. Homeless—an object of curi- 
osity to the other lodgers, with hardly even decent 
food to eat; weak and ill, with my mind hardly 
able to cope with the horrors of the situation. 

THE FIGHT FOR LIFF. 

[knew that it was no use going to my mother, as 
she, poor thing, was in reduced circumstances, 
and rather had oe ges for aid from 
me. Now oo a frightful time for me. From 
one wretched place to another I dragged myself 
about, trying to liveon the £1 a week. My hus- 
band wrote to say he had started for Liverpool, en 
route for New York, that | was to cheer up and 
make the best of things, etc. How I ever sur- 
vived those hateful years will never be satisfact- 
orilly explained,even to myself. During those 
years [ was driven to the most fearful extremities 
for money—was many times on the point of death. 
In the first two or three years Charlie wrote me 
lovingly, begging me to live for him. My 
needs from year to year grew worse, His 
letters at length ceased altogether. I wrote to his 
mother, telling of my torture. She vouchsafed no 
reply. I went to the lawyer's office. I demanded 
the meaning of this treatment, but was told that 
they had instructions from Mr. T. N. Gould to 
cease paving me anything if I did not live quietly 
on it. sent them a post card telling them I 
would not endure such treatment any longer. 
They stopped the money. Il applied for parish re- 
lief. They returned the money, asking me to go 
to Jersey. I did not answer. I waited to 
see if E could hear from Charlie. I 
did not hear. Time rolled on. Again 
{ wrote. Again they threatened to stop the 
money. But, ah! what need of more? Suffice it, 
I found myself in New York with £2, and the 
yellow tever refuge in Jacksonville, or Leesburg, 
where I understood my husband to be. Volumes 
would not suffice for alll could say.

YVESTERDAY’S SERMON BY DR. DE- 
WITT TALMAGE 


gu Which He Has Something to Say to Those 
Who Frequent the Kace Course and 
Live Fast Lives. 


;ROOKLYN, August 3.—Dr. Talmage has a 
timely topic for his sermon for today, in the 
use and abuse of summer resorts. His text is 
Mark vi, 31: ‘‘Come ye yourseives apart unto 
a desert place and rest awhile.’’ Following is 
the sermon: 

Here Christ advises His apostles to take a 
vacation. They had been living an excited 
as well as a useful life, and He advises that 
they go outinto the country. Iam glad that 
for longer or shorter time, multitudes of -our 
people will have summer vacation. The rail- 
way trains are being laden with passengers 
and baggage on their way to the mountains 
and the seashore. Multitudes of our citizens 
are packing their trunks for a restorative 2b- 
scence. 

The city heats are pursuing the people with 
torch and fear of sunstroke. The long silent 
halls of sumptuous hotels are all abuzz with 
excited arrivals. The crystalline surface of 
Winnipiseogee is shattered with the stroke of 
steamer, laden with excursionists. The antlers 
of Adirondack deer rattle under the shot of 
city sportsmen. The trout make fatal snaps 
at the hook of adroit sportsmen and toss their 
spotted brilliance into the game _ basket. 
Already tie baton of the orchestral leader 
taps the music-stand on the hetel green, and 
American life puts on festal array, and the 
rumbling of the tenpin alley, and the crack of 
the ivery balls on the green-baized billiard 
tables, and the jolting of the bar-room goblets, 
and the explosive umeorking of champagne 
bottles, and thé whirl and the rustle of the 
ball-room dance,and the clattering hoofs of the 
race-courses, attest that the season for the great 
American watering-places is fairly Inaugu- 
rated. Music—fiute and drum and _ cornet-a- 
piston and clapping cymbals—will wake the 
echoes of the mountains. 

Glad Lam that fagged-out American life 


for the most:part will have an opportunity to 


rest, and that nerves racked and destroyed 
will tind a Bethesda. Ibelieve in watering- 
places. Let not the commercial firm begrudge 
the clerk, or the employer the journeyman, or 
the patient the physician, or the church its 
pastor, a season of inoceupation. Luther used 
tosport with his children; Edmund Burke 
used to caress his favorite horse; Thomas 
Chalmers, in the dark hours of the church’s 
disruption, played kite for recreation—-as 
was told by hisown danghter-——-and the busy 
Christ.said to the busy apostles: “Come ye 
apart awhile into the desert and rest your- 
selyes.”” And Ihave observed that they who 
do not know how to rest donot know how to 
work. 

jut I have to declare this truth today, that 
soine of our fashionable watering places are the 
temporal! and eternal destruction of ‘‘a multi- 
tude that no man can number,”’ and amid the 
congratulations of this season and the prospect 
of the departure of many of you for thecountry 
I must utter a note of warning—plain, earnest 
and unmistakable. 

The first temptation that is apt to hover in 
this direction is to leave your picty all at home. 
You will send the dog and cat and canary bird 
to be well cared for somewhere else; but the 
temptation will be to leave your religion in the 
room with the blinds down and the door bolted, 
and then you will come back in the autumn to 
find that it is starved and suffocated, lying 
stretched on the rug stark dead. Thereis no 
surplus of piety in the watering places. I never 
knew any one to grow very rapidly in grace 
at the fashionable summer resort. It is gener- 
ally the case that the Sabbath is more ofa ca- 
rousal thanany other day, and there are Sunday 
waiksand Sunday rides and Sunday excursions. 

Elders and deacons and niipisters of religion 
who are entirely consistent at home, sometimes 
when the Sabbath dawns on them at Niagara 
Falls or the White Mountains take the day to 
themselyvcs. If they go to the church, it isapt 
to be a sacred parade, andthe discourse, in- 
stead of being a plain talk about the soul, ts apt 
to be what is called acrack sermon—that is, 
some discourse picked out of the effusions of 
the year as the one most adapted to excite ad- 
miration ; and in those churches, from the way 
the ladies hold their faces, you know that they 
are not so much impressed with the heat as 
with the picturesqueness of half-disclosed feat- 
ures. Four puny souls stand in the organ loft 
and squall a tune that nobody knows, and wor- 
shippers, with $2,000 worth of 
diamonds on the right hand, dropa cent into 
the poor-box, and then the benediction is 
pronounced and the farce is ended. 

The airis bewitched with ‘the .world, the 
flesh and the devil.’’ There are Christians 
who in three or four weeks in such a place 
have had such terrible rents made in their 
Christian robe that they had to keep darning 
it until Christmas to get it mended! The 
health of a great many people makes an 
aunual visit to some mineral spring an abso- 
lute necessity; but, take your Bible along 
With you, and take an hour for secret prayer 
every day, though you be surrounded by guf- 
faw and saturnalia. Keep.Woly the Sabbath, 
though they denounce yo a bigoted Puri- 
tan. Stand off froin these THstitutions which 
propose toimitate on this, side the water the 
iniquities of olden-time "taden-Baden. Let 
your moral and your immoral health keep 
pace with your physical recuperation, and re- 
member thatall the waters of Hathorne and 
sulphur and chalybeate springs can not do you 
60 much good as the mineral, healing, peren- 
nial flood that breaks forth from the ‘Rock of 
Ages.” This may be your last summer. If 
60, make it a fit vestibule of heaven. 

Another temptation around nearly all our 
watering placesis the horse racing business. 
We all admire the horse. There needs to be 
a redistribution of coronets among the brute 
creation. For ages the lion has been called the 
king of beasts. I knock off its coronet and put 
the crown upon the horse, in every way nobler, 
whether in shape or spirit or sagacity or intel- 
ligence or affection or usefulness. He is semi- 
human, and knows how to reason ona small 
seale. The centaur of olden times, part horse 
and part man, seoms to be a suggestion of -the 
fact that the horseis something more than a 
beast. 

Job sets forth his strength, his beauty, his 
najesty, the panting of his nostril, the pawing 
vf his hoof, and his enthusiasm for the battle. 
What Rosa Bonheur did for the cattle, and 
what Landseer did for the dog, Job, with 
Eighty- 
eight times does the Bib!e speak of him. He 
comes into every kingly procession, and into 
every great occasion and into every triumph. 
It is very evident that Job and David and 
Isaiah and Ezekiel and Jeremiah and John 
were very fond of the horse. He came into 
much of their imagery. A red horse—that 
meant war; a black horse—that meant famine; 
a pale horse—that meaut death; a white horse 
—that meant victory. 

As the Bible makes a favorite of the horse, 
the patriarch and the prophet and the evan- 
gelist and the apostle, stroking his sleek hide, 
and patting his rounded neck, and tenderly 
lifting his exquisitely formed hoof, and listen- 
ing with a thrill to the champ of his bit, so all 
great natures in allages have spoken of him 
in encomiastic terms, Virgil ,in.his Georgics 
almost seems to plagiarize from the description 
of Job. The duke of Wellington would not 
allow any one irreverently to touch his old 
war-horse, Copenhagen, on whom he had 
ridden fifteen hours without dismounting at 
Waterioo; and when old Copenhagen died, 
his master ordered a military salute tired over 
his grave. John Howard showed that he did 
not exhaust all his sywpathies in pitying the 
human rave, for when sick he writes home: 

lias my old chaise-horse become sick or 
spoiled?” 

But we donot think that the speed of the 
hor.e should be cultured at the expense of 
human degradation. Horse races, in olden 
times, were under the ban of christian people, 
and in our day the same institution has come 
up under fictitious names, andit is called a 
“summer meeting,” almost suggestive of posi- 
tive Teligious exercises. And itis called an 

‘agriculjural fair,’’ suggestive of everything 
that is improving in the art of farming. But 
under these deceptive titles are the same 
cheating and the same the

I ever knew a man who tonld give him- 


of time, and not be batterédin morals. They 
hook up their spanking team, and put on their 
sporting-cap, and light ‘their cigar, and take 
the reins, and dash down the road to perdi- 
tion. The day at Saratoga, and Long 
Branch, and Cape , and nearly all the 
other watering-places, is the day of the races. 
The hotels are thronged, nearly every kind of 
equipage is taken up at an almost fabulous 
price, and there are many respectable people 
mingling with jockeys, and gamblers, and lib- 
ertines, and foul-mouthed men and flashy wo- 
men. The bartender stirs up the brandy- 
smash. The bets run high. The greenhorns, 
supposing all is fair, put in their money soon 
enough to loseit. Three weeks before the-rare 
takes place the struggleis decided, and the 
men in the secret know on which steed to bet 
their money. The two men on the horses rid- 
ing around long before arranged who shall 
at. 

Leaning from the stand or from the carriage 
are men and women so absorbed in the strug- 
gie of boneand musvle and mettle that they 
make a grand harvest for the pickpockets, who 
carry off the pocket-books mal porteinonnaies. 
Men looking on see only two horses with two 
riders flying around the ring; but there is 
many &@ man on that stand whose honor and 
domestic happiness and fortune—white mane, 
white foot, white flank—are in the ring, 
racing with inebriety, and with fraud, and 
with profanity, and with ruin—black neck, 
black foot, biack flank. Neck and neck they 
go in that moral Epsom, 

Ah, my friends, have nothing to do with 
horse-racing dissipations this summer. Long 
ago the English government got through look- 
ing to the turf for the dragoon and light cav- 
alry horse. They found that the turf depreci- 
ates the stock, and it is yet worse for men. 
Thomas Hughes, the member of parliament 
and the author,known all the world over, hear- 
ing that a new turf enterprise was being started 
in this country,wrote a letterin which he said: 
‘“‘Hleaven help you then; for of al] the cankers 
of our old civilization there is nothing in this 
country approaching in unblushing meanness, 
in raseality holding its hand high, to this be- 
lauded institutign of the British turf.” An- 
other famous sportsman writes: ‘‘How many 
fine domains have been shared among those 
hosts of rapacious sharks during the last two 
hundred years; and unless the system be al- 
tered, how many more are doomed to fall into 
the same gulf!” The duke of Hamilton, 
through his horse-racing proclivities, in three 
years, got throuch his entire fortune of $350,- 
000, and I will say some of you are being un- 
dermined by it. With the bull-tights of Spain 
and the bear-baitings of the pit, may the Lord 
God annihilate the infamous and accursed 
horse-racing of England and America. 

I go further, and speak of another tempta- 
tion that hovers over the watering places: and 
thisis the temptation to sacrifice physical 
strength. The modern Bethesda was meant to 
recuperate the physical .health; and yet how 
many come from watering places, their health 
absolutely destroyed! New York and Brook- 
lyn idiots boasting of having imbibed twenty 
glasses of Congress water before breakfast. 
Families accustomed to going to bed at 10 
o’clock at night gossiping until one or two 
o’clock in the morning. Dyspeptics, usually 
very cautious about their health, mingling ice- 
creams, and lemons, and lobster salads, and 
cocoa nuts, until the gastric juices lift up all 
their voices of lamentation and protest. Deli- 
cate women and brainless young men chassez- 
ing themselves into vertigo and catalepsy. 
Thousands of men and women coming back 
from our watering places in the autumn with 
the foundations laid for ailments that will last 
them all their life long. You know as well as 
I do that this is the simple truth. 

In the summer you say to your good health: 
“Good-bye, lam going to have a good time 
for a little while. I will be very glad to see 
you again in the autumn.’”’ Then in the 
autumn, when you are hard at work in your 
office, or shop, or counting room, Good Health 
will come and say: ‘‘Good-bye, I am going.”’ 
Yousay: ‘‘Where are you going?’ “Oh,” 
says Good Health, ‘Iam going to take a va- 
cation!’ Itis a poor rule that will not work 
both ways, and your good health will leave 
you choleric and splenetic and exhausted. 
You coquetted with your good health in the 
summer time, and your good health is coquett- 
ing with youin the wintertime. A fragment 
of Paul’s charge to the jailer would. be an ap- 
propriate inscription for the hotel tegister in 
every watering place: ‘‘Dothyself no harm.” 

Another temptation hovering around the 
watering place is the formation of hasty 
and life-long aliiances, The watering places 
are responsible for more of the domestic in- 
felicities of this country than all the other 
things combined. Society is so artificial there 
that nosure judgment of character can be 
formed. Those who form companionships 
amid such circumstances go into a lottery 
where there are twenty blanks to one prize. 
In the severe tug of life you want more than 
glitter and splash. Life is not a ballroom 
where the music decides the step, and bow 
and prance and graceful swing of long trail 
can inake up for strong common sense. You 
may as well go among the gayly painted 
yachts of a summer regatta to find war 
vossels as to go among the light spray of the 
summer watering place to find character that 
can stand the test of the great struggle of 
human live. Ah,in the battle of life you 
want a stronger weapon than alacefan or a 
croquet mallet! The load of lifeis so heavy 
that in orderto draw it, you want a teain 
stronger thangne made ‘up of a masculine 
grasshopper and a feminine butterfly. 

if thore is any manin the community that 
excites my contempt, and that excites the con- 
tempt of every man and woman, it is the soft- 
handed, soft-headed fop who, perfumed until 
the air is actually sick, spends his summer in 
taking killing attitudes, and waving senti- 
mental adieus, and talking infinitesimal noth- 
ings, and finding his heavenin the set of a 
lavender kid giove. Boots as tight as an 
inquisition, two hours of consummate skill ex- 
hibited in the tie of a flaming cravat, his con- 
versation made up of “‘Ah’s,’’and “‘Oh’s,”’ and 
‘“He-hee’s.” It would take 500 ofthem stewed 
down to make a teaspoonful of calves-foot 
jelly. There is only one counterpart to such a 
man asthat, and that is the frothy young 
woman at the watering place, her conversation 
made up of French moonshine; what she has 
on her head only equaled by what she has on 
her back; useless ever since she was born, and 
to be useless until she is dead; and what they 
will do with her in the next world I do not 
know, except to set her upon the banks of the 
river of Life for all eternity to look sweet! 
God intends us to admire music and fair faces 
and graceful step, but amid the heartless: ess 
and the inflation and the fantastic influences 
of our modern watering places beware how you 
make life-long covenants! 

Another tempiation that will hover over the 
watering place isthat of baneful literature. 
Almest every one starting off for the summer 
takes some reading matter. Itisa book out 
of the library or off the book stand, or bought 
of the boy hawking books through the cars. I 
really believe there is more pestiferous trash 
read among the intelligent classes in July and 
August than in all the other ten months of the 
year. Menand women whoat home wouid 
not bé satisfied with a book that was not really 
sensible, I found sitting on hotel piazzas or 
under the trees reading books the index of 
which would make them blush if they knew 
that you knew what the book was. 

“Oh,” they say, ‘‘you must have intellectual 
recreation!’’ Yos. There is no need that 
you take along into a watering place “‘ifamil- 
ton’s Metaphysics’ or some thunderous dis- 
course on the eternal decrees, or “Faraday's 
Philosophy.’’ Thereare many easy books that 
are good. You might as wellsay: ‘I propose 
now to-give alittle rest tomy digestive organs; 
and, instead of eating heavy meat and vegeta- 
bles, I will for a little while take lighter food 
—a little strychnine and a few grains of rats- 
bane.”’ Literary sa in August is as bad as 
literary poison in December. Mark that. Do 
not let the frogs and the lice of a corrupt 
printing press jump and crawl into your Sara- 
toga trunk or White Mountain valice. 

Would it not be an awful thing for you to be 
struck with lightning some day when you had 
in your hand one of these paper-covered ro- 
mances—the hero of a Parisian roue, the hero- 
ine an unprincipled flirt—chapters in the book 
that you would not read to your children at the 
rate of $100 aline! Throw out that stuff from 
your summer baggage. Are there not good 
books that are easy to read—books of congenial 
history, books of pure fun, books of poetry 
ringing with merry canto, books of fine engrav- 
ings, books that will rest the mind as well as 

urify the heart and elevate the whole life? 
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Now, the watering places are full of tempta- 
tions to men and women to tipple. At the 
close of the tenpin or billiard game. they 


tipple. Atthe close 
tipple. Seated on the piazza cooling them- 
selves off they tipple. The tinged glasses 
come around with bright straws, an 
tipple. First they take “light wines,’’ as the 
call them ; but “light wines’”’ are heavy enoug 
to debase the appetite. Thereis not a very 
long road between champagne at $5 per bottle, 
and whisky at 5 cents a glass. 

Satan has three or four grades down which 
he takes men to destruction. One man he 
takes up, and through one spree pitches him 
into eternal darkness. That is a rare case. 
Very seldom, indeed, can you find a man who 
will be such a fool as that. 

When a man goes down to destruction Satan 
brings him toa plane. Itisalmost alevel. The 
depression is so slight that you can hardly see 
it. The man does not actually know that he is 
on the down grade, and it tips only a little to- 
ward darkness—just a little. And the first mile 
it is claret, and the second mile itis sherry, and 
the third mile it is punch, and the fourth mile 
it is ale, and the fifth mile it is porter, and the 
sixth mile it is brandy, and then it gets steeper 
and steeper, and the man gets frightened and 
says: ‘Oh, let me get off!’’ -‘‘No,’’ says the 
conductor, ‘‘this is an express train, and it does 
not stop until it gets to the Grand Central 
depot of Smashupton.”” Ah, ‘Look not thou 
upon the wine when it is red, when it giveth 
its color in the cup, when it moveth itself 
aright. At the last it biteth like aserpentand 
stingeth like an adder.’’ 

My friends, whether yon tarry at home— 
which will be quite as safe and perhaps quite 
as comfortable—or go into the country, arm 
yourself against temptation. The grace of God 
is the only safe shelter, whether in town or 
country. There are watering places accessible 
toallofus. You cannot open a book of the 
Bible without finding out some such watering 
place. Fountains open for sin and uncleanli- 
ness; wells of salvation; streams from Leba- 
non; a tlood struck out of the rock by Moses; 
fountains in the wilderness discovered by 
Hagar; water to drink and water to bathe in; 
the river of God, which is full of water; water 
of which if a man drink he shall never thirst; 
wells of water in the valley of Baca; living 
fountains of water; a pura river of water as 
clear as crystal from under the throne of God. 

These are watering places accessible to all of 
us. Wedo not have a laborious packing up 
before we start—only the throwing away of 
our transgressions. No expensive hotel bills 
to pay; it is ‘‘without money and without 
price.’” No long and dirty travel before we 
get there; itis only one step away. In Cali- 
fornia in five minutes, I walked around and 
saw ten fountains, all bubbling up, and they 
were all different. And in five minutes I can 
go through this Bible parterre and find you 
fifty bright, sparkling fountains bubbling up 
into eternal life. 

A chemist will goto one of these summer 
watering places and take the water and an- 
alyze it and tell you thatit contains so much 
iron, and so much of soda, and so much of 
lime, andso much of magnesia. I come to 
this gospel well, this living fountain and an- 
alyze the water, and I find that its ingredi- 
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ents are peace, pardon, forgiveness hope, com- 


fort, life, heaven. ‘‘Ho, every one that 
thirsteth, come ye”’ to this watering place! 
Crowd around this Bethesda Sella Oh, 
you sick, you lame, you troubled, you dying— 
crowd around this Bethesda! Stepinit! Oh, 
step in it! Theangel of the covenant today 
stirs the water. Why do you not step in it? 
Some of you are too weak to take a step in 
that direction. Then we take yon up im tho 
arms of our closing prayer arti’ plunge you 
clean under the wave, hoping’ that the cure 
may be as sudden and as Tadical as with 
Captain Naaman, who, blotehed and car- 
buncled, stepped into the Jordan and, after 
the seventh dive, came up, his; skin roseate- 
complexioned as the flesh of alittle child.

He evidently believes in calling a 
spade a spade, in the plainest of English, 
and without using any harsher language 
than is justified by the situation. 
' When the sober second thought of the 
American people asserts itself, and when they 
calmly review Speaker Reed's arbitrary and 
tyrannical course, the popular verdict will be 
that it isone of the most humiliating and 
disgraceful chapters in our history. 

It is impossible to keep within the bounds 
of parliamentary language and characterize 
this» dictator's conduct in fitting terms. 
Human nature cannot stand everything, and 
the conspirators against the peace of the 
republic cannot expect any very tender con- 
sideration at our hands.

One of these law-breakers 
stated in court the other day that he pro- 
posed to run his business in spite of the law, 
and that he would shoot the first man that 
came spying around his place. The fellow’s 
boidness so impressed the judge that he did 
not even rebuke him. ; 

With such a lawless spirit pervading the 
cities and towns tLe northern states will 
very soon be forced to grapple with some- 
thing like anarchy.

Concerning Cuba. 

The Spanish commissioners who are visit- 
ing this country for the purpose of negotiat- 
ing the sale of Cuba to the United States 
have been to Bar Harbor, where they have 
talked matters over with Secretary Blaine. 

Nothing definite is known of the confer- 
ence, but it is said that the commissioners 
were assured of the willingness of the state 
department to meet them half way. The 
secretary, however, was not disposed to ad- 
vise the president to take the initiative. 

We have several times made overtures to 
Spain, and if General Prim had lived a few 
months longer it is probable that the island 
would have been transferred to us. At the 
present time Spain and Portugal are threat- 
ened with revolutionary movements, and 
the reigning families are looking about for 
the means of support in their future days of 
exile. One of the commissioners says that 
an offer of $200,000,000 for the island 
would be seriously considered, and under 
the circumstances some of our statesmen 
are inclined to think that Spain would close 
a trade with us for $100,000,000. 

In the long run, the ownership of Cuba 
would doubtless be to our advantage, but, 
as we suggested a short time ago, the Cubans 
would not find annexation altogether a bless- 
ing. Reconstruction rule, carpetbaggers 
and force bills would oppress our new citi- 
zens for a genération to come. They would | 
be pro-consuled and pro-deviled out of their 
property and their liberty. 

Of course it cannot be denied that our 
neighbors are badly governed, ruthlessly 
robbed and unjustly treated; but would 
they be any better off under republican 
rule?

The colored brother has caught the infection, 
and we see processions with badges and ban- 
ners moving through our streets, bearing such 
unique inscriptions as these: “The Weeping 
Sons of Jacob,”’ and “The Mourning Doves 
of Zion.’’ To take a single illugtration of ovr 
main thought. Alms-giving, which is an emi- 
nent virtue and an obvious personal duty, is 


serious detriment of the pious giver. 
Apostle James has given us the best Scriptural 
definition of religion. ‘True religion and un- 
defiled * * * * is to visit the fatherless 
and the widow in their affliction, and to keep 
himself all spotiess from the world.’’ The 
word visit in the text is not put there by acci- 
dent, but fora wise purpose. It involves the 
idea of personal contact.with human want and 
wretchedness. It enjoins something beyond 
the mere bestowment of money, needful as 
that may be. It implies a personal visitation, 
during which there shall be the expression of 
sympathy for thé sufferer and an earnest en- 
deavor by worn ‘and look to uplift the forlorn 
and shipwrecked, brother. 

It was wisein the Apostle Peter when he 
would relieve the impotent man at the beauti- 
ful gate of the temple, to take him by the hand 
and lift himup- The Apostolic touch thrilied 
the poor fellow, and put himin a receptive 
mood, so that he was readyto respond to the 
foregone commandment, ‘In the name of Je- 
sus Christ of Nazareth rise up and walk.’’ Is 
it strange that immediately he rose and stood 
erect, and walked and even leaped. It wasin 
allusion to this incident that Erasmus said to 
Leo X., that the church of the sixteenth century 
had lost its power to make the lame man rise 
up and walk. The church of today is only in 
a less measure shorn ofits strength from like 
causes. It affects cushioned pews, frescoed 
walls, and carpeted aisles; it withdraws itself 
from the company of publicans and sinners. 
Outside of the Salvation Army and the half- 
starved missionary, it leaves the poor and the 
friendless to drift away from heaven and hap- 
piness, * 

It doles out a pittance by proxy, but never 
soils itself by closer contact with the depend- 
ent classes. If I werecalled upon to say who 
of the priesthood, had in these latter days ex- 
hibited the most Christ-like spirit, I should 
without hesitancy name Father Damien, who 
ministered tothe leprous community of the 
Sandwich islands. His theology was little 
better than that of St. Dominic, the founder 
of the Inquisition, but his religion was like that 
of Jesus of Nazareth, the Son of God and the 
Savior of men. 


I remember in my boyhood attending a Har- 
rison meeting, where Dr. DeGraffenried, of 
Columbus, Ga., the father of our Marshal! de- 
Graffeuried, was one of the speakers.. The 
“Tip and Ty”’ excitement was just developing 
into the political freshet that revolutionized 
the country. The doctor was a Virginia gen- 
tleman of the old school, and, like Judge W. 
H. Underwood, an avowed federalist. .He-had 
just returned from a northern tour, and: ‘was 
describing the uprising of the masses fer the 
old farmer of North Bend. The repdrt eleétri- 
fied his whig audience, and the applavsp Was 
deafening. Amongst other palpable hits was 
his saying that from Augusta, where he crossed 
the state line, to Columbus he~had passed 
through but one county that would poll a ma- 
jority for Van Buren, and that was Trout 
county. Some party friend interrupted the 
speaker with the suggestion that it was Pike, 
not Trout county. The old doctor paused for 
a moment, and added in a sort of parenthesis: 
‘Well,’ said he, “I knew it was some blank 
fish county!’’ The uproar of laughter that 
followed can be better imagined than de- 
scribed, 

Nothing like that log-cabin campaign has 
been seen since in Georgia. The present al- 
liance movyementis a tame affair in compar- 
ison.

“Duruy’s History of Rome” is the most ex- 
woseatag ota of its kind that has fallen under 
our notice. 

This French author has completed the work 
which Niebuhr began but left unfinished. No 
portion of the six volumes of this elaborate 
history is of greater importance than that 
which relates to the period of the two great 
triumverates. Especially do his admirable 
portraitures of Cicero, Cataline, Pompey and 
Julius Cesar almost compensate for the lost 
books of Livy.

Major Andre's Sword. 

Epiror CONSTITUTION: The enclosed slip, in 
regard to the finding of Major Andre's sword at 
Avendale, N. J., [take from The Dallas (Texas) 
News: 

New York, July 17.—tienry Reipe keeps a boat- 
house and fishermen’s resort on the Passaic river, 
at Avondale. Just behind his residence is a little 
vineyard. While hoeing among his-vines a few 
days ago he came upona long, narrow piece of 
rusted metal, and after cleaning off the gravel and 
dirt he say? ht had an officer’s sword of the revo- 
lutionary pattern. The sword was of regulation 
size and had-an old-fashioned English handle. It 
was stuck almost fast ina metal scabbard, except- 
ing about six inches just below the hilt. It was in 
perfect condition. 

Reipe polished it with cleaning powder and was 
rewarded by the discovery of this inscription, in 
old English letters on the blade: “Major John 
Audre.” There is no other letter or mark on it. 
Major Andre is said to have traversed all the 
rround in the neighborhood of Reipe’s place, so it 

3 thought there is little doubt that the old sword 
once hung by his side. 

it has been published in THE CONSTITUTION and 
many leading southern papers. There are few 

eople now living who are more familiar with 
Major Andre’s case than myself, having been born 
within sight of the spots where he was both cap- 
tured and executed, although they are seven miles 
apart, and lived for several years on the spot 
where he was captured, the monument to mark 
the spot standing in the dooryard. I have con- 
versed with men who saw him executed, and have 
gathered for publication many incidents in regard 
to this tragic affair,and nearly forty vears ago 
wrote a biography of his captors, and married the 
granddaughter of one of them. 

[think I may assume to speak with some au- 
thority when I pronounce this whole story a 
canard. Idonot doubt the findjng of a sword 
marked “Major John Andre,” “and all that, 
for 1 knew of another sword marked 
in a similar way found about forty 
years ago in a much more og ogg place than 
Avondale, which is twelve miles from Tappan- 
town, the place where he was executed, and as 
near ashe ever was toit. That sword was sold to 
a traveling Englishman, who was picking u 
Addre relics, fora large sum, andthisone wi 
be picked up by somebody who has more money 
than brains. 

In the first place Major Andre did not have any 
sword when he was captured, nor uniform of any 
kind, except what might be called an undress 
military coat, and this was covered up with a 
wovlen overcoat with three capes, was much too 
jarge for him, of a tawny color, having never been 
dyed. He had alsoa pair of military boots, and 
these, with his ruffled sleeves and bosom, excited 
the suspicion of his captors, They hardly thought 
it possible that such a fine shirt and pair of boots, 
on such a fine morning, need to be housed under 
such a dingy overcoat. I have looked at the coat 
fifty years ago, and if it looked to them half as 
bad as it did to me, moth-eaten and soiled, I think 
their suspicions were well founded.

The Sensational Story Surrounding the Life 
of One of Atlanta’s Baptist Ministers 
to be Ventilated. 


The Nutall-Dale case will be called in 
Paulding county superior court at Dallas, this 
morning, Judge Maddox presiding. 

The readers of THE CONSTITUTION are 


familiar with the case. 

A more interesting story is not to be found, 
and a great many people in At- 
Janta, Dallas, Rockmart, Conyers and 
in several cities in North Carolina 
where the accused is supposed to have lived, 
are watching it with unusual interest. 

Walter R. Dale, J. H. Fontaine and J. O. 
HH. Nutall are the names under which the ac- 
cused is said to have lived, 

Atlanta knows him as Walter R. Dale. 

At the time Dale was arrested he was pastor 
ofthe Seventh Baptist church in Atlanta; 
was well thought of by his flock and by 
all who knew him. He worked in the 
Christian Index office and had the confidence 
of al] with whom he was associated there, 

During last fall an Atlanta gentleman was 
walking along the streets, and seeing Dale, ac- 
costed him as Nutall, but Dale denied being 
Nutall. Since then Dale has traveled a 
rough road. Other persons who had known J. 
O. H. Nutall in different places in North Car- 
olina, saw Dale and were positive that he and 


Nuta!l were the saine man. 

The story became the sensation of the day 
and was carefully investigated 

A man named J. O. H. Nutall was located 
in North Carolina, where he had a living wife 
and three children. 

A man named J. H. Fontaine was found in 
Convers, Ga., with a wife, a Miss Rawlings, of 
North Carolina, subsequent to Nutall’s disap- 
pearance from Carolina. 

A man named W. R. Dale was traced from 
Conyers, through Dallas and Rockmart, to 
Atlanta, 

Nutall, Fontaine and Dale not only looked 
alike. but acted alike. 

Finally he was positively identified as 
Nuta!lfand was arrested and jailed. 

His arrest created quite a sensation in all 
the places where he had been known. Dale 
employed Messrs. W. J. Spears, C. T. Roam, 
Judge J. A. Anderson and Colonel Ivy 
Thompson to defend him, but when the case 
was calledin Paulding county superior court 
at the December term the defense made a mo- 
tion for a continuance; which Judge Maddox 
granted. 

At that time quitea number of men, and 
among them Mr. George Horton, a brother of 
Mrs. Nutal!, Dale’s first wife, from North Car- 
olina and other places where Dale had been 
known, appeared as state witnesses. 

Dale claims that he is not guilty, and is sure 
he can successfully prove au alibi. 

When the motion for a con- 
tinuance was granted, Dale stated to THE 
CoNstTITUTION man that if the trial had pro- 
ceeded he would have been found guilty, asa 
month was not long enough time for him to 

ywrepare for the case. His bond wae placed at 

$1,000, and Dr. T. J. Foster, of Dallas, signed 
it. Since December Dale has been living 
in Atlanta, but last fail resigned the pastorate 
of his church. 

By many it was predicted that the Rev. 
Dale would skip the country before this trial, 
but Wednesday found him in Dallas, ready 
for the trial which will begin today. 

Last December Dale expressed the opinion 
that the prosecuting witnesses would fail 
to appear at this term of the 
court, ut in this he _ is_ mistaken, 
as the witnesses from North Carolina and 
those in Geergia are ready. They are sure 
that Dale, Fontaine and Nutall are different 
maines for the sameman. They have no doubt 
about it whatever. Mr. Herton, Mrs. Nutah’s 
brother, amoug other things yesterday said: 
 “Hfe’s nobody on God’s green earth but 
Nutall, and all of ‘these men here know 
it Me as Le, WFO 
know him in North Carolina. 
Look at this picture, which Mr. Deahl has, 
that was taken when Nutall was about twenty, 
and it’s just iike this one, which was taken 
last fall. Dale’striends have offered money 
for that picture. 

‘‘Here’s writing Nutall has done from 1870 
on down to the present. andit’s all just alike.” 

Mr. Rawlings, the brother of the young lady 
whom Fontaine induced to come to Georgia, is 
here, and with him bringssome letters. They 
are jetters from Fontaine to Miss Rawlings after 
her return to her home. He writes these 
unerthe name of Fontaine, and writes in 
characters. The letters and the Key to thein 
were shown THE CONSTITUTION yesterday 
evening, and they are uniquely fixed up. 

Mr. celine has all of this correspondence 
in his possession, and wil! produce it as evi- 
dence. When Fontaine went to Rockmait, 
he wrote Miss Rawlings a letter, part of it 
being in character, telling her to write him as 
Captain Walter R. Dale. This linked Dale 
and Fontaine clesely. 

A great many of Daie’s Atlanta friends are 
at Dailas, and he has summoned a great num- 
ber of witnesses. 

Solicitor Charley Janes, of Cedartown, and 
Colonel C. D. McGreggor, of Dallas, will ap- 
pear for the state.

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THE EXPERIENCE OF MAJOR G. M, 
[RYALS, OR CHATHAM. 


Showing What “Truck” Farming in Chatham 
Amounts To—An Interesting Story of 
the Farm. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., August 1.—[Special.J]— 
That Chatham county deserves to be placed 
very high in the scale of agricultural counties, 
will be news to many. The fleecy staple is 
not planted to any great extent in this county. 
Here rice flourishes and grows to perfection, 
and the acreage is very large, ht the growing 
of vegetables or ‘‘truck’’ for northern markets 
has become the most important branch in 
Chatham county farming. This important in- 
dustry has grown to large proportions in the 
last few years, and now the freight paid by the 
truck farmers to the steamship lines on crops 
grown around the city amounts to more 
than fifty thousand dollars annually. 
Some Ciatham county truck farmers pay 
more freight to transportation companies in 
one season than the gross value of 100 bales of 
upland cotton. 

There are at least fifteen hundred acres of 
land in this county cultivated by truck farm- 
ers on the mostintense of intensive systems. 
In this estimate of the acreage planted, those 
‘“‘truckers’’ who cultivate from one to fifteen 
acres in vegetables for the home market are 
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not included. It is absolutely necessary for 
them to use the best labor-saving machinery 
and to practice the most advanced methods of 
culture, for where land is worth from $300 to 
$500 an acre, any other system would be 
ruinous. 

These are steep figures for farming land, 
land from its very nature totally unfit for any 
purpose other than agriculture, but a purchaser 
would find some difficulty in buying farming 
land at this price. The city of Savannah is on 
a sandy ridge, about forty feet above the river, 
while the truck farms are on ‘the low land 
around the city. These lands, though low, 
are thoroughly drained, and they are by no 
means desirable for building purposes. 

Among the most extensive track 
farmers are the Exleys, Wells Brothers, 
Fell & Jones, John Sebley, John 
Williamson, L. M. Ryals and Major 
G. M. Ryals. Thesegentlemen cultivate from 
50 to 125 acresand the gross returns from 
some of the farms amount to $25,000 annually. 
Their farms are run as systemat cally as any 
mercantile establishment in the state. They 
give their time and attention to their business, 
and personally superintend the operations on 
the farm. They are wide-awake, intelligent 
gentiemen, with homes in the city, from which 
they go every day to theirfarms. Some have 
made money and some have grown rich in the 
business, 

Major Garland M. Ryals has attracted a great 
deal of attention in the last few 
years in. the state on acegunt of his 
wonderful success as a fftick farmer. 
Ten years ago he was a poor maf”in the dray- 
age business, today he is a Gedtgia farmer 
worth between $60,000 and $75,000, every dol- 
lar of which was dug out of; Georgia soil. 
The major’s title is not honorary, a8 many are 
in this day and generation. He is not a 
‘Georgia Militia Major,’’ who, as a class, have 
been described in rather irreverent language, 
as ‘“‘H—llonadress parade, but not wortha 
d—n for actual service.’’ His title was dear- 
ly earned in the late unpleasantness, for never 
braver descendant of the Knights of the Gol- 
den Horseshoe drew sword on the battlefields 
of the Old Dominion in defense of his 
native state. He distinguished himself on 
more than one occasion while a member of 
General J. E. B. Stuart’s military family, and 
served with gallantry on the staffs of General 
Wade Hampton and Fitzhugh Lee. He has 
been a citizen of Georgia more thah twenty 
years, and is heldin high esteem by all who 
know him. He is the member for the first 
district on the board of directors of the state 
agricultural experiment station, and a better 
appointinent could not have been made. He 
is serving his party as chairman of the demo- 
cratic executive committee forthe first con- 

ressional district, ayd has just been nomi- 

ated as one of Ch: chan’s three members of 
the Georgia house of representatives. 

Major Ryals's famous farm is a part of the 
old Springfield plantation, consists of 125 acres 
and is just one mile from the city limits. The 
land, low and alinost level, is a sandy loam, 
with a clay subsoil. Every acre of itis thor- 
oughly under-drained. A visitor tothe farm 
at this season of the year expecting to see veg- 
etablesin all stagesof growth, will be disap- 

inted, for, with the exception of several 
beds of cabbage plants, there is nothing grow- 
ing on the farm now except grass, 
The sight of this grass is worth a 
trip to the farm from any part of the state. It 
is a pleasure tosee a meadow of native grasses, 
crab and crowfoot, not a grain of seed of which 
was planted, of one hundred and twenty acres, 
some of it five feet high and which will yield 
four tons of excellent hay to the acre the first 
cutting. The entire farm will average more 
than three tons to the acre on two cuttings. 
There is one plot which has been mowed once, 
but the major _— that he will get two more 
cuttings before the end of the season. 

Near the center of the farm isa barn 133 feet 
long,, 75 feet wide and 57 feet from the 
ground to the cone. The second floor, resting 
on tt ck pillows twelve feet high, is twelve 
feet in the clear, and the balance, twenty-three 
feet, is taken in the cone and ventilators. On 
the ground floor there is a ventilated pacKing 
room, sixty by fifty feet, With four doors, one 
on either side. In the space on the ground 
floor not taken up by the packing, all of the 
implements used on the farm are housed and 
sheltered from rain and sun. The latest 
improved labor-saving devices used on the 
farm could be seen—such as hay press, acme, 
disc and smoothing harrows, hay tedders, hay 
rakes, sulky plows, subsoil plows, a rotary 
harrow and cutter, cultivators, etc. The 
second floor is a great hay-loft, where 
hundreds of tons. of hay are 
stored each harvest. By means of a horse pack 
and hay carrier 1,500 pounds of hay can be 
stored in any part of the barn in four minutes. 
The barn cost $5,000. 

After inspecting the barn, Major Ryals drove 
THE CONSTITUTION representative over the 
farm. On every hand was grass growing to 
perfection. It was in prime condition for 
cutting, and in various parts of the field could 
be seen machines moving from two to four tons 
of hay to the acre. e particularly fine 
piece of grass the major said would yield four 
tons to the acre first, cutting, and stated that 
the land was then growing its third crop 
this year. It was first planted 
in cabbages and when they were 
gathered, the land was planted in beans and 
tomatoes. These crops had been gathered, 
and now there was a fine crop of , from 
which he would get two cuttings of hay. Be- 
sides saving enough for twenty head of stock, 
he sells from $2,500 to $3,000 worth of hay 
y naggays He said that he found ready sale 
for all that he could spare at from $12 to $15 
a ton. 

There is an excellent four-inch artesian well 
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he allowed the potatoes to mature the yield 
would have been fully 350 barrels on ts 
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potato crop. 

Eis hotbeds are fitted up with glass frames 
at an outlay of $2,000. 

He works eighteen mules on the 125 acres 
emp:-oys regularly twenty-five 
paying the best 60 cents per 
day. They are furnished 
rent free. He also has two white foremen. 
In gathering time he works from 125 to 175 
extra hands, paying the men 60 cents and the 
women and boys 40 cents per day. 

When asked how he plowed his land and 
cultivated his crops, the major said: 

*‘My land is first checked off, and then I put 
150 cartloads of stable manure on every acre 
that Ihave set “apart for cabbages. This is 
scattered broadcast over the land. The bal- 
ance of the farm receives 100 cartloads to the 
acre, broadcast over the land. The land is 
plowed and cross-plowed with three-horse 
plows. A one-horse subsoil plow follows 
in the furrow made by the cross-plow- 
ing going eighteen inches deep. Then the 
Jand is thoroughly harrowed, using cuttaway 
cr disc harrow. Sometimes a smoothing har- 
row is used. The rows are then laid off, and 
it is important that you exercise care in this, 
for where the crops are cultivated with labor- 
saving machinery it is necessary to have the 
rows of uniform width. Ifthe land is to be 
planted in cabbages, then 500 pounds of guano 
t> the acre‘are distributed in the rows, while 
for other crops 300 pounds are used. A few 
days aftertheseed are planted ifthe weeds 
start to growing, a light harrow is run over the 
land. This kills the weeds and loosens the 
top crust. When the crop is up 
good, a cultivator is run through it, 
working a row as it goes. In a few 
days the cultivator goes through again, and if 
the plants need dirt, a little is thrown to them. 
In this way, every few days, he goes through 
the crop, keeping the grass and weeds down 
and the soil loosened up. During the cultiva- 
tion ofthe crops, we put 500 pounds of guano 
on the cabbage land and 300 on th@other crops 
two separate times. So you see that, besides 
the 150 cartloads of stable manure, I put 1,5 
pounds of commercial fertilizer on every acre 
of my cabbage land. The “hoe is almost en- 
tirely dispensed with on my farm, for it is 
4 Ames upon fence rows, around dry wells, 
etc 
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“Is there anything particular to which you 
attribute your success ?”’ 

“Yes; and I want you to put{thisdown. Any 
man, if he attends to his business, can make 
good crops, but packing your vegetables pro 
erly and shipping them to the right parties is 
a big thing. I want to say here to you that 
my success has not been due altogether to any 
ability and energy that I may possess, but 
that I am largely indebted to my commission 
merchants in Washington, Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia, New York and Boston for honest 
dealings, prompt returns and much valuable 
advice. I have learned a great deal connected 
with my business from my commission 
merchants. To show you that I appreciate 
their kindness I will say that I am shipping to 
the same parties now that I first shipped to 
when I began truck farming.”’ 

Major Ryal’s gross receipts from his 125-acre 
farm have averaged over $18,000 a year for the 
past nine years, and he nets—well, in 1880 he 
was $2,000 or $3,000in debt, while now he is 
worth more than $60,000, every dollar of it 
made on the farin. This shows what a Georgia 
farmer can do. Would that Georgia had ten 
thousand such as he. C. R. WARREN.

HIS BODY WAS LAID TO REST BY IS 
BROTHER KNIGHTS TEMPLAR. 


Episcopal Service at St. Philip’s—A Sketch of 


His Masonic Career—A Useful Life 
Ended, 


© Yesterday afternoon the body of Captain 
Calvin Fay was laid to ita last rest by his 
brother Knights Templar. 

The service was a beautiful and imposing 
one. 

From his late residence on Hunter street 
the body was carried to St. Philip’s church by 
an escort of the Knights Templar. 

In addition to the great gathering of friends 
and re‘atives, there were representatives of 
every Masonic organization in the city. Be- 
yond question, it was the largest and¢ most 
notable asseinbly of Masons ever witnessed in 
Atlanta. 

At the church the episcopal services were 
had, Rev. Dr. Funsten officiating. 

As these were conciuded, the body was 
again taken in charge by the Knights Tem- 
plar. 

The impressive burial service of the Knights 
Templar was performed atthe grave by Sir 
Knight A. G. Howard, the grand commander 
of the state. 

Captain Fay was a most zealous and useful 
Mason. He wasacharter member of Georgia 


ledge F. and A. M. No. 96, and at the time of 
his death the only one who had never left the 
lodge by demit or otherwise. 

He was largely influential in establishing 
fn this state the Scottish rites, which consist 
of the Lodge of Perfection, etc., etc., up to the 
thirty-second degree. 3 

The thirty-third degree—which Captain Fay 
held, being the only Mason of that rank in the 
state—is always conferred by the grand council 
‘in Washington. 

Since the death of Captain Fay it is under- 
stood that Mr. H, C. Stockdell will be elected 
to the thirty-third degree. 

Captain Fay was always fond of telling how 
he became a Mason. 

In the vear 1818, when an infant of two 
months, his father and mother started from 
New York state for Ohio. No railroads ex- 
isted at that time and on the trip his father 
contracted a disease which soon after termi- 
nated in his death. His mother was leftina 
thinly settled country among entire strangers 
aliest penniless. Her husband, before his 
death, had made it known that he was a Mason 
and was buried with Masonic honors. The 
fraternity provided for Mrs. Fay and her babe 
until her wants were relieved. When Captain 
Fay was about eight or ten years of age, his 
mother remarried. Just before her marriage, 
however, she went on a journey to the resting 
place of her husband for the purpose of erect- 
Ing a tombstone, but when she arrived at the 
place she fotind a neat tombstone already 
erected and the grave inclosed by a nice iron 
fence. Shortly after her seeond marriage, the 
famous Morgan had been murdered 
and there sprang up an anti- 
Masonic party with which her husband 
affiliated and denounced in the most bitter 
terms the entire Masonic fraternity. Captain 
Fay’s mother told him not to believe that all 
of the Masons were bad. She then related to 
him her story and made him promise her to 
join the order as soon as he was twenty-one 
years ofage. Young ashe was that promise 
was never forgotten. 

In almost every lodge, council, chapter and 
commandery in the city can be found some 
ritual compiled and written by Captain Fay. 
He has posted more candidates for the degrees 
than anyone man in the state. He weuld 

vost a candidate for the degrees in some other 
bodee with the same zeal as if his membership 
were in his own lodge.

growth of the church, the protecting power and 
the far-seeing wisdom of the Great I Am in the 
upbuilding of His kinguom on earth and the 
preparation for His Heayenly kingdom in the 
bright Leyond. Truly it was an historic and his- 
torical sermon. 

At 3:30 o'clock in the afternoon, Dr. Alfred A. 
Wright, dean of the Chautauqua correspondence 
college, conducted the “Assembly Bible Study.” 

It would be a futile effort to tell of Dean 
Wright's method of scientitic study of the Bible. 
To tho-e who know him this goes without saying, 
and to those who have never heard him we 
can say no better thing than this, “Come and hear 
him and see for yourself.” 

Of one thing, however, there can be no doubt; 
to his hearers yesterday afternoon, this lesson of 
the parable of the prodigal son must forever hold 
newer beauties and deeper melodies, for surely he 
made clearenough the truth he taught in the 
beautiful lines: 

‘*There’s a wideness in God’s mercy 
Like the wideness of the sea; 

There’s a kindness in His justice 
Which is more than liberty.” 

“At 5 o clock the usual Chautauqua vesper ser- 
vice’? was the announcement from the platform. 
Would that all Georgia could realize the depth of 
meaning in these words! Yes, for we have met 
some who are really professing Christians, nay 
those who stand in God's pulpits and preclaim 
His love, that shrink from attending or conduct- 
ing this Chautauqua tee service because, for- 
south, it to them portends a Romanistrule,a papal 
supremacy. Ah! when the great and true Chautau- 
qua spirit is abroad in the land then, indeed, will 
we see the words of the beautiful service realized. 
The earth shall be filled with the glory of the Lord, 
as the waters cover the sea. 

Instead of the thorn there shall come up the fir 
tree. 

And instead of the brier shall come up the 
myrtle tree. 

And it shall be to the Lord for a name for an 
everlasting sign that shall not be cut off. 

The yesper service was conducted yesterday, as 


it usually is, by Dr. A. H. Gillett, and, as it usually - 


is, was like unto the offering of family prayer at 
the shrine of thé Chautauqua famlly altar, for it 
is there at the vesper service that Dr. Gillett more 
than anywhere else makes the true Chautauquan 
to realive that there isa divine fatherhood of God, 
and that he is a true and humble representative in 
the flesh of that great fatherhood in his ministry 
to the souls of the Chautauquans who meet him at 
that holy hour which is universally observed at all 
Chautauqua assemLiies. 

We would gladly write more of this sacred hour 
as it was spent yesterday; of the  prac- 
tical lessons presented, where in rules of 
conduct that should direct our lives at 
Chautauqua assemblies and elsewhere were s0 
gently yet so forcibly taught us; of the sweet, 
tender prayer that so pathetically petitioned: 
‘‘May Thy love so fill our hearts that we cannot do 
a discourteous or an unkind deed.”” But we know 
full well our modest, unselfish superintendent 
would chide us if we should write out of the 
abundance of our heart. 

The Sabbath at Chautauqua closed with a ser- 
mon by Rey. E. 5S. Lewis, D.D., of Chattanooga. 
We regret that time and space will not permit us 
to give a detailed account of the sermon, but it is 
enough tosayit was in harmony with the day, 
and all was réstful to the end. 

In closing, allow us to urge all readers of Tur 
CONSTITUTION to come out Tuesday and welcome 
the national coinmissioner of education, remem- 
bering that knowledge is power and that he repre- 
sents the educational world of the United ae

EKighty-eight counties heard from. 

A net increase of $13,808,697. 

These, with the exception of Glynn and Mus- 
Cogee, are all small counties. 

The wiregrass counties, in particular, have 
shown a marvelous increase. This is due 
mainly to the timber acreage opened up by the 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery, and 
the Central and the new Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroads. 

Next year the Okefinokee swamp will be 
returned for taxation, a new source of revenue. 
It 1s not included in this year’s returns. 

It might be remembered, too, that the ro- 
turns this year do not include the street rail- 
road property. The returns last year did. 
This makes the wonderful increaso shown oven 
mcre wonderful in comparison with that for 
1889, 

All the larger counties—which made up the 
bulk of the increase for last year—are still to 
be heard ffm. 

The increase shown so faris almost a net 
gain over that for last year. 

Fulton will probably head the list again 
with an increase up in the millions ;, Richmond 
will bein the millions increase column; s0 
with Floyd and Bibb and Chatham, and, per- 
haps, one or two others; and none of these 
have come in yet. 

The aggregate value of the whole property 
in the state returned for taxation last year was 
£345,038, 837. 

This wasan increase of $15,075,506 for 137 
counties, 

Leaving out Fulton, that was an increase of 
$13,000,312 for 136. 

The 88 small counties heard from so far 
give an increase of $13,808,697, or more than 
$800,000 in excess of that shown by 136 counties 
last year, including all the large counties ex- 
cept Fulton.

And several millions of street railroad 
property that counted last year have not been 
counted this year.
